DEAR  MR.  AGNEW,  MOM  AND  DAD: 

■  hi  i  '  t  understand  that  the  most  revolutionary  lyrics  in  rock  and  roll  qo  somethinq  like  this- "Boom 
shacka  lacka  lacka  BOOM?" 

'J\  yUL  understand  that  the  very  reason  that  you  don't  get  the  point  is  the  reason  why  the  lyrics  are  revolutio¬ 
nary7  Did  you  think  we  would  be  carrying  on  a  revolution  in  words  and  signals  you  could  understand? 

Let  me  try  to  tell  you  why  we  don't  believe  a  word  you  say.  It’s  probably  because  you  lie  all  the  time 

You  ndd  us  love  was  filth  and  ugly.  We  found  it  to  be  beauty  and  tenderness.  You  told  us  to  hide  our  love  in  dark 
roams  We  bask  in  the  warmth  of  its  openness,  its  sunshine.  You  told  us  that  we  were  born  in  pain,  the  products  of 
8  four-letter  word  you  dare  not  utter  We  refuse  to  accept  that— and  will  only  believe  that  we  are  the  ill-advised 
issue  of  lovers  You  told' us  our  bodies  were  vile — and  we  find  ourselves  beautiful. 

\ou  told  us  we  shalt  not  kill,  and  in  the  name  of  right  you  slaughter  hundreds  of  thousands.  You  told  us  we 
“halt  not  cov*  t  and  you  bring  into  the  house  pictures  of  luscious  naked  women  lying  on  velvet  You  told  us  how  we 
must  act  to  our  fellow  men,  and  you  treat  your  brothers  as  slaves,  your  sisters  as  concubines.  You  told  us  to  worship 
no  idols,  and  you  worship  hour  upon  hour,  mesmerized,  beholden,  at  the  money  altar.  You  told  us  to  bless  God  s  Holy 
Work,  and  you  foul  His  waters  with  your  wastes.  His  skies  with  your  filth.  His  Earth  with  your  refuse:  His  creatures 
you  slaughter  in  untold  numbers  to  fuel  your  engines  of  suicide  and  murder  I  beg  you  to  understand  -Once  you  have 
lied  to  me.  I  will  never  believe  you  again;  for  you  have  made  my  growing  up  nothing  but  a  nightmare  of  lies 

Let  me  tell  you  what  we  have  done,  the  lies  to  erase  from  our  minds  and  our  hearts 

We  have  learned  to  dance  and  to  sing  in  joy  and  in  the  company  of  many  thousands  of  our  brothers  and  sisters 

We  have  learned  to  take  into  our  bodies  the  cleanest  of  foods,- hopefully  unspoiled  by  your  technology  of  chemi¬ 
cals  and  poisons  We  have  learned  that  there  are  some  magical  substances  which  can  help  our  hearts  and  our  minds 
to  peaceful  understanding  Did  you  forbid  the  poisoned  vegetables,  that  we  might  not  die  from  a  simple  sandwich, 
a  glass  of  milk? 

We  have  learned  that  the  chemicals  you  have  tried  to  force  upon  us,  your  favorites  —  methyl,  alcohol  and  nico¬ 
tine — will  put  us  to  drunken  sleep,  and  cause  horrible  growths  in  our  lungs  and  in  our  brains,  and  we  resist  and  will 
not  eat  them  We  have  seen  you  drink  yourselves  into  giddiness  and  stupor,  your  senses  dulled  by  booze.  We  have 
seen  you  inhale  into  your  lungs  a  vile  smoke  of  filthy  tobacco,  a  known  poison.  By  the  millions  you  die,  of  liver  di- 
_  sease  of  lung  cancer  of  alcoholism  and  of  heart  failure — and  so  we  have  learned:  do  not  do  these  things. 

We  have  learned  how  to  resist  when  you  try  to  force  us,  at  the  threat  of  bodily  harm,  to  wear  your  gladiator's 
armor,  and  kill  in  your  name.  We  are  the  meekest  men  on  earth  —  we  will  do  absolutely  anything  to  avoid  commit¬ 
ting  violent  harm  upon  another  being,  though  you  disinherit  ua  from  our  birthrights,  though  you  you  put  us  in  jail. 

There  has  never  been  a  drug-induced  hippie  riot,  my  friend  In  Chicago,  even  your  own  senators  and  attorneys 
agreed  we  had  come  to  perform  a  ceremony  of  life  with  music  and  dance— ‘and-  your  mercenaries  clubbed  ns  down 
in  the  midst  of  our  celebration:  Do  you  imagine  that  we  would  have  gone  to  Chicago  to  riot  and  melee  and  destroy 
and  do  battle — with  guitars  and  joints  and  radios  and  tape  players  and  sleeping  bags  as  our  battle  material?  Who 
was  dressed  for  war  there — we  in  our  old  sweaters  and  ear  muffs,  or  you  in  your  gas  masks,  helmets,  riot  clubs  and 
bayonets?  You  know  very  well  we  are  not  unintelligent. 

There  has  never  been  a  drug-induced  hippie  riot,  my  friend.  In  four  years  in  San  Francisco,  night  after  night, 
weekend  after  weekend,  with  bodies  packed  so  close  that  we  either  sat  or  stood  together,  for  we  could  do  neither  in¬ 
dividually  without  the  crowd's  acquiescence,  there  has  never  been  any  event  resembling  a  drug-crazed  disturbance, 
while  we  did  our  joyous  tribal  dance  to  our  medicine  music.  I  ask  in  which  crowd  you  would  feel  more  safe,  among  the 
seething,  blood-thirsting  half-crazed  mob  at  any  prizefighting  arena  or  roller  derby  rink  in  the  country,  when  the  fight¬ 
ing  goes  the  wrong  way,  or  at  the  Fillmore,  when  the  dance  starts?  Would  you  like  us  to  help  you  tear  down  the  aoal 
posts  and  take  a  friendly  nip  from  your  flask,  while  you  do  your  thing  as  spectator,  as  voyeur;  and  get  crushed  in  the 
rush  to  the  parking  lot7 

There  has  never  been  a  d-og-induced  riot,  my  friend.  In  Kent  State  Ohio,  even  your  own  senators  and  lawyers  and 
the  F  B.  I.  agree. 

Your  army  was  never  in  any  danger  And  may  I  remind  you  sir,  that  immediately  following  the  volley  of  bullets 
which  hacked  to  pieces  the  four  children  at  Kent,  or  the  young  students  in  Jackson,  or  opened  the  skulls  and  chests 
of  my  brothers  and  sisters  in  Berkeley,  we  defended  our  lives  with  water  balloons,  screams  of  anguish,  lying  down 
en  masse  and 'running  as  fast  as  God  would  help  us  run7 

La§t  night  a  13-year-old  boy  was  shot  to  death  in  New  York.  Did  your  insane  brainwashing  have  some  poor  man 
seeing  Charle'fc  Manson  behind  every  lock  of  sweet  young  long  hair7  In  San  Francisco  a  jury  of  your  peers  agreed:  Los 
Siete  were  innocent,  the  seven  skinny  Chicanos  killed  nobody.  The  cop  did  it,  Mr.  Mason.  He  had  been  boozing,  Mr. 
Chan  Elementary  my  dear 

And  with  what  shall  we  fight  back?  A  song,  a  dance,  a  scrap  of  metered  rhyme? 

Can  you  get  the  drift?  You  are  the  forces  of  death,  and  we — the  forces  of  life.  You  are  the  lies,  and  we  seek  only 
the  truth.  When  you  tell  us  that  heroin,  a  death  drug,  or  methadrine,  a  death  drug,  are  merely  different  forms  of  grass 
which  we  know  is  mild  pleasant  and  a  life  substance,  you  lie.  You  are  killing  thousands  of  innocent  people  by  equat¬ 
ing  heroin  with  marijuana  -in  their  minds  They  try  marijuana  It  s  very  nice,  it's  pleasant,  it  is  not  violence-inducing, 
it  is  not  habit  forming  You  tell  them  that  heroin  is  a  stronger  form  of  marijuana  If  that's  all  it  is,  why  not  try  that,  too? 
And  where  to  get  heroin?  From  one  of  the  filthy  and  numerous  by-products  of  your  civilization — the  heroin  merchant. 
If  you  had  said,  in  front,  that  grass  is  one  thing,  but  heroin  another,  if  you  had  done  what  seems  so  hard  for  you  — 
told  the  truth  —  then  we  would  have  known  that  heroin  is  death. 

And  what  do  you  think  causes  our  brothers  and  sisters,  in  their  stupidity,  to  get  hooked  on  the  death  drugs?  A 
song7  A  dance7  A  line  of  poetry?  A  lyric  about  friendship?  You  fool  In  their  maddened  rush  for  the  Emergency  Exits 
from  the  house  you  built  of  greed,  madness  and  lies,  the  young  seek  any  road  any  escape  from  your  death  machine, 
your  boob  tube  continent,  your  conscription  to  murder 

The  music  is  but  a  small  part  of  our  life  Marijuana  is  another.  Dancing  and  singing  are  a  part,  a  reflection,  a  sign, 
of  the  tribal  meeting  going  on  all  around  you  The  herbs  are  another  sign  another  part  of  our  ritual  of  life.  We  make 
'  love  openly,  in  our  tribal  gathering  We  smoke  herbs,  we  sing,  we  dance.  We  make  signs  of  fellowship  to  each  other 
with  the  exact  purpose  that  you  cannot  ever  understand  our  meanings.  The  revolution  is  taking  place  precisely  because 
you’ll  never  know  where  or  when  it’s  happening
